Must Secure Bond 
Also To Register 


The U. S. Court of Appeals 
has upheld a requirement un- 
der the Packers and Stockyards 
Act that livestock market agen- 
cles must obtain bond cover- 
age to complete registration un- 
der the act. 


Two owners were 
with operating from February 
to December 1961 without com- 
pleting the P&S Act's registra- 
tion and bonding requirements, 
in that they failed to obtain an 
adequate surety bond. 

In a ruling handed down 
June 9, reversing a decision of 
the U. S. District Court for the 
Northern District of Iowa, the 
U. S. Court of Appeals for the 
Eighth Circuit concluded that 
the partners did not properly 
complete registration when they 


failed to file the required bond 
with the application for regis- 
tration, 

The appeals court noted that
